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Introduction: 
To th» Foreign Student 

This booklet provides you with helpful guid- 
ance for you to consider os you prepore- for 
study in the United Stotes. It does not provide 
detoil<*d onswers to questions, but is designed 
rather to refef you to the most oppropr.ote 
sources of informatioh in response to your 
needs. « 

The different organizations detailed in this 
publication can assist vou in weighing the ben- 
efits of on American educotion. in determining 
whot U.S. colleges and universities best meet 
your needs, and. in securing other types of in- 
formation you will need in order to study in this 
country. The ultimate decision to study in the 
United Stotes ond the choice of schools in which 
to enroll is, however, yours to moke. 

As you investigate the possibilities for 
study in this country, you should be awore of 
the major differences between the U.S. educo- 
tion system and those, of other countries Edu- 
cotion in the United States is highly decen- 
trolized and is primorily the responsibility o 
the individual States rather thon the Federal 
Government. Colleges and universities in this 
country ore responsible for determining their 
own admissions policies and requirements ond 
in administering their own f.noncial o.d pro- 
,groms. Because of this, the U.S. Government 
does not directly assist foreign students In 
securing admission to educational institutions 
or In obtaining financial aid from them. 

* * « 

Nor is Ihe U,S. Government directly in- 
volved in the process of roting or ronking U.S. 
colleges or universities. This process of peri- 
odically evaluoting higher educotion institu- 
tions to 'determine if they have met ond con- 
tinue to meet minimum standords, known ,.n 
the United Stote*tis occreditction, is conducted 
by a voriety ot private local, state, regional, 
ond notional occrediting bodies. Chopter one ot 



this booklet includes information sources re- 
garding both the accreditation proc-3-s and 
recognized accrediting organizations in the 
United States. 

The first point of contact for many stu- 
dents still in' their native land and contemplat- 
ing study in the United States is the Cultural 
Affairs Officer at the nearest U.S. embassy or 
U.S. consular office. Other information sources 
include U.S. Government sponsored student 
counseling centeVs and binational foundations 
and commissions overseas. These various'of- 
f ices can provide genercftnformation about the 
U.S. educational system in addition to informa- 
tion about specific American schools, colleges, 
and universities. Information and guidance is 
also available regarding scholarship opportu- 
nities, vise requirements, employment restric- 
tions, and other issues of concern. Chapter 
seven o? this booklet contains a comprehensive 
list of these offices, by country.
